You can also ask her to try to 
have a destination, maybe offer your 
house a couple of weekend nights, so 
you don’t have to worry about her 
being in a car all night. 


Another thing you could do is have 
her call you at some point during the 
night to make sure she’s all right.

This is a multifaceted question. Not 
only are you addressing issues of safe 
ty, but you also are addressing issues 


of trust and your child’s feelings of

However, | do know that we should 
not prevent people from doing things 
in fear that something could happen. It 
is a risk anytime we get in a car. Does 
this mean we shouldn't drive? Where 
would we be if we didn’t? This becomes 
a very different picture if alcohol or 
drugs become involved. As long as you 
trust that your daughter knows not to 
drive with someone under the influ 
ence, give her the independence she 
needs to learn to make decisions. 


This also means giving her the 
chance to make possible wrong deci 
sions that she will learn from. Most of 
all, remember, as much as we want to 
protect our children, there comes a 
time in which we must realize we can't

“Addressing the Needs of Chil- 
dren” will be the topic of this Sun- 
day’s service at the Unitarian Uni- 
versalist Church of Andover. The

“We will review the deplorable 
plight of children on the internation 
al, national and local levels, looking 
for ways to organize to begin 
addressing their needs,” said church 
member Jerry Bayer of Lawrence, 
who will join the Rev. David B. Parke 
in speaking at the service 

“The picture for the world’s chil 
dren is quite dismal,” Rev. Parke 
said. “As of 1990, over 150 million 
children under the age of 5 suffer 
from malnutrition; 30 million live in 
the streets; and over 7 million have 
been driven from their homes by war 
and famine throughout the world 

“These children are plagued by 
high mortality rates and have little 
or no access to immunization, basic 
nutrition or education.” 

The UU service committee has 
worked over the years to address the 
needs of children on an international 
basis through its member fund 
drives at the congregational level 

These include a program called 
Guest at Your Table, which requests 
members to make a financial contri 
bution at each meal to purchase 
meals for starving children of the 
world throughout December and an 
annual collection for UNICEF 
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UU service examines plight of children 


Increasingly, however, the service 
committee has encouraged local con 


gregations to think in terms of 


national and local needs as well. 

Poverty among children in the 
United States has increased dramati 
cally, said Judith Beachler, news 
coordinator for the church. 

“During the 1980s, as the country 
has grown wealthier, children have 
grown poorer,” she said. The U.S. 
child poverty rate is currently three 
times that of Switzerland and twice 
that of West Germany. It is higher 
here than in Australia, Canada, Eng 
land, Norway and Sweden as well. 

“Nearly one in four American 
children under age 6 lives in poverty, 
and related problems are just as 
bad,” Ms. Beachler said. National 
studies have shown that every eight 
seconds of the school day, a child 
drops out; every 48 seconds, a child is 
abused or neglected; every 67 sec 
onds, a teen-ager has a baby; every 
seven minutes, a child is arrested for 
a drug offense; and every 36 minutes, 
a child is killed or injured by a gun. 

Locally, the statistics are equally 
grim, Ms. Beachler said. Though 
average per capita income in Mas 
sachusetts is among the highest 
nationally, it is much lower for the 
city of Lawrence 

In 1985 the average state level was 
$12,510, but Lawrence’s was more 
than 30 percent lower, at $8,624, rank 


ing it 8343rd among the 350 cities and 
towns of Massachusetts. 

Recent Bureau of Labor statistics 
show increasing rates of unemploy 
ment in Massachusetts, but they are 
higher in Lawrence. November fig 
ures show Lawrence's at 8.6 percent 

“Growing unemployment is likely 
to exacerbate conditions for children 
here,” Ms. Beachler said. 

In 1989 the dropout rate at Law 
rence High School was almost 14 per 
cent, one of the highest levels in the 
commonwealth and well above the 
statewide urban average of 8 percent 

“Clearly there are needs to be met 
locally by church volunteers,” Ms. 
Beachler said. 

Various activities to be explored 
on Sunday as potential UU projects 
include fund-raising for ongoing 
local projects; volunteerism for com 
munity children’s groups such as Big 
Brothers or Sisters; foster parenting 
and adopt-a-school programs in the 
city of Lawrence; ongoing collections 
of food, clothing and other goods for 
local family shelters; and formation 
of an advocacy group that monitors 
and supports federal and state legis 
lation on behalf of children. 

A potluck luncheon will be held 
after the service, during which 
church members and others in 
volved in hands-on work with chil 
dren will make brief presentations. 
The church is located at 6 Locke St.

As we unquestioningly spend a 
mind-boggling $1 billion a day on a 
Gulf war that is bringing death, 


destruction and terror to many now 
(and no doubt many more to come — we 
do not yet know what is really happen- 
ing) how can we consider cutting fund- 
ing in Andover for essential services, 
like education? 

Do we, as a-nation, and as a town, 
really believe: Less public education is 
better. Less public support and care for 
the elderly, the poor, the handicapped 
is better. Less public support for chil 
dren is better. Less support for public 
health, public welfare and public safety 
is the way to go. Do we really believe 
war is the kindlier, gentler world we 
expected to live in? 

I hear people say that they are hurt 
ing here in Andover, that their fixed. 
limited, or (for the most part) tem 
porarily curtailed income is causing 
discomfort and an inability to pay the 
needed increases for essential public 
service. As we watch scenes on TV and 
phofographs in newspapers from 
Lawrence, Detroit, New York City, 
soston, Chicago, any city in Romania 
or Poland or the USSR, Baghdad, or Tel 
Aviv, how can any of us in Andover 
Say we are uncomfortable, that we are 
hurting? And as we see pictures of the 
children, parents, spouses of the sol 
diers in the Gulf how can we say we 
have sacrificed enough? 

I wish, for the sake of our children’s 
future as well as our own, we could be 
as generous, as blindly patriotic, as 
enthusiastic in our support of educa 
tian and our educators as we are in 
support of war and its generals. We 
once had a war on poverty. Why can’t 
we support that kind of war and its 
generals once again? Indeed what kind 
of world are we leaving for our chil 
dren?
